~ UTIONS NOT UNANIMOUS.

. ‘T'he
e Burley Tobacco Society
down the harg and all
purchage pooled tobacco
in this county may do so, provided
they become members of the Burley
Society and furnish a certificate
signed by the president and secretary
of the Board of Contral that they are
members of the organization.

At a meeting of the members of the
board Monday afternoon which was
the continuation of the adjourned
meeting last Sgturday, a resolution
was agreed on after u division of the
members of the board.

The action on the resolution permit-
ting the sale of the tobacco was not
unanimous by any means but it secur-
ed a majority of votes, and pooled to-
bacco will be bought and sold in
Franklin county from now on. Prac-
tically the entire 1903 crop has been
gold, so that the only speculation will
be in the 1907 crop. All the pooled
tobacco purchased, must rémain in
the pool.

The Resolution Adopted.

“whereas the success already achiev-
ed by the Burley Tobacco Society in
fixing and maintaining a remunerative
price on the 1906 crop of burley to-
bacco has brought about a condition
which appeals strongly alike to the
friends and enemies of our organiza-
tion, who are inclined to speculate in
the weed, coupled with the urgent
need o many who formed said alli-
ance, the difference of cpinion as re-
gards the statutory and corporate
rights and privileges acorded to all
parties concerned, and the fact that
no price has as yet been fixed on the
1907 crop now being handled by said
society.

“Whereas success was achieved in
a large measure by sacrificial means
on the part of those forming our fed-
eration and are therefore entitled to
all the benefits which will accrue to
them, if they will only desist from be-
ing allured by tempting offers and
stand firm in the ranks, and receive
the full reward, instead of hiring a
substitute at great cost; and,

“Whereas, there is much dissension
on account of the action of the board
in declining to cut out any further
gpeculation in our county pool yet we
realize that uncontrolled by buying
and selling of pooled tobacco even
under the promise of holding same in
the pool can not and must not be
tolerated.

“Since the above ciied facts tend to
create a state of chaos, which con-
mends our careful and candid consid-
eration; therefore, be it

“Resolved, by this board that each
representative use every endeavor to
iunform his constituency as fully and
prectically as possible of the real sit-
uation, and insist on the holding their
tobacco until finally sold by the Bur-
ley Tobacco Society, and warning
them of the deception which is likely
to be played by some, who would have
them to believe that they will relieve
them of further obligation to the Bur-
ley Tobacco Society, by assuming
their contracts,

“Resolved, that no person shall be
allowed to purchase any pooled tobac-
co in Franklin county, unless he can
produce a certificate that he has qual-
ified to the satisfaction of the Board of
Control and signed by the chairman
and secretary of said board.

“The qualification to consist of a
contract with the board of control that
all tobacco handled by him shall be
pooled with the Burley Tobacco Soci-
ety, and conform to its rules and regu-
lations, make weekly reports of all bus-
iness transacted, as to the amount pur-
chased, where received, and hold same
in the county unless a removal permit
is granted and give bond satisfactory
to the board of control to indemnify
sald board for any reasonable loss,
cost, trouble or failure to perform the
duties pursuant to carrying out said
contract.”

The certificate and contract will be
made in conformity with this resolu-
tion.

The action taken by the board will
cause a rush to purchase the tobacco
and many of the small growers will
have an opportunity to sell their, to-
bacco at Equity prices or a little !)et-
ter. It will mean that several thou-

sand dollars will be put in circula-

tion in this county, as there will be

- some of the small growers who are

willing to dispose *of their tobacco,
but it is thought the majority of them
will hold on to their 1907 crop, and get
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the full benefit of the pool. The to-
bacco growers feel confident that they
have their victory won and there will
be a scramble to get what small
amount of tobaceo that can be pur-
chased.

MASSIVE BASE

For Goebel Statue Erected
In State Cemetery.

——

Appropriate Inscription Carv-
ed On Each Side.

PLANS FOR UNVEILING.

The marble base which is to support
the ten-foot statue of Governor Wil
liam Goebel, and which will mark his
last resting place in the State ceme-
tery here, was put in place over the
grave Monday., William Adams & Son
of Lexington, who have the contract
for the placing of the memorial, have
had a force at work on the mas-
sive marble base for several days and
it is now ready to receive the statue
which is being shipped by fast freight
from the studio of Charles H. Nie-
haus, the New York sculptor.

The base bears the inscriptious
which were chosen by Mr. Arthur
Goebel, brother of ithe dead states-
man, in connection with the members
of the Goebel Monument Commisdion.
The monument is expected to face
the west, hence the statue will be
looking toward the old State Capitol
building at the feot of the long ceme-
tery hill. On the front of the base
on the west gide is carved this:

Inscription on West Base,
Governor William Goebel,
Born January 4, 1856.

« Died February 3, 1%00.
“Tell My Friends to Be

Brave and Fearless and Loyal

To the Great Common People,”

His Last Words.

“We'll left thy name on high
And place thy crown with martyrs

there,

Who dared for truth to die.

Thy memory shall be consecrate,

Thy monument shall be
A shrine of patriot deathless love

Any loyalty to thee.”

Composed By Mrs. Morton.

This couplet was composed by Mrs.
Jennie C. Morton, of this city, who
was a great admirer of Governor Goe-
bel. On the south side of the base is
carved two quotations of advice given
by the Governor to his friends as he
lay wounded unto death in his room
at the Capital Hotel. They are:

“Be Calm,
Abide by the Law.”
“I Forgive Them,

They do not Understand.”
On the base of the monument is cut:
Erected by
the People of

Kentucky and Other States
In Memory of
Kentucky's Martyr Governor,
William Goebel,
Who Devoted and Gave
His Life
In Defense of
The Rights of the People.
North Side Inscription.

The fourth, the north side of the
base, contains this inscription of his
principal work while a member of the
State Senate:

Author of
The Anti-Lottery Law.
The Pioneer in
American Railway Rate
Regulating Legislation.
The Champion of
School Book Legislation.
The statue of Governor Goebel will
be placed on the base as son as it
arrives. It is expected here at any
time as it was shipped from New York
by fact freight. Arrangements will be

made by the Frankfort Business Men's
Club in connection with the Goebel
Monument Commission for most elab-
orate exercises when it is ready to un-
veil. Mr. Arthur Goebel or some other
member of the dead statesman’s fam-
ily is expected to draw aside the veil
ing and the address on the life of
Goebel will be delivered by some one
who knew him well.

AUDITOR JAMES

Endeavor To Collect
Back Taxes

From Corporations Which
Would Relieve Treasury,

—_———

THE AMOUNTS DUE ARE ENORMOUS,

Auditor Frank P. James is going to
step into the breach and endeavor to
raise enough money for the State
treasury in back taxes from corpora-
tions and individuals to tide over the
period until there shall be a good
working margin in the State treasury,
g0 that there will be no necessity for

. session, He says that he b
lieves that there is fully an aggregate
of $500,000 owing to the State in such
back taxes, and he is on the lookout
for a good live Auditor’s agent in each
county in the State, to ferret out the
delinquents and make them come in
with the cash. Mr. James will make
an especial effort along this line dur-
ing the next sixty or ninety days, and
he believes that at the end of that
time he will have results to show for
the financial campaign which he has
undertaken.

If suits are necessary to collect the
delinquent taxes they will be brought,
and he has secured an opinion from
Attorney General Breathitt that the
claim for the State for taves remains
as long as a judgment under the law.
Every ecorporation in Kentucky must
pay a license tax of 30 cents on each
$1,000 of its capital stock, and but
few corporations have paid this tax,
but Mr. James says they must pay
it, and the sooner they do it the less
expense they will be put to. The
penalty increases rapidly and largely.

Under the Kentucky law the delin-
quent taxes of a property-owner must
be sold at public auction, and if there
is no purchaser the taxes revert to the
State and a lien is taken on the prop-
erty. If these taxes and penalties are
not paid in two years, then the prop-
erty becomes the property Qf the State.
Each year when the sheriff of a coun-
ty settles with the Auditor an allow-
ance is made for tax claims sold, and
in this way thousands and thousands
of dollars in unpaid taxes are due to
the State, and Mr. James says they
must be paid, and if they are paid
there will be plenty of money in the
treasury.

The Auditor's agent in MeCracken
county alone reports that there are
$50,000 due the State frem that coun-
ty. The amount due from Kenton and
Campbell counties and from Fayette
county, he thinks, is equally as much,
and the amount due from Jefferson
county, he thinks, will be four times
that amount. In some of the poorer
counties, especially in Eastern Ken-
tucky, where the land is rich in coal,
and the development of the mines is
in progress, the amount owed the
State is enormous. He says he will
play no favorites and only desires to
collect the money that is due the
State.

Former Vlce-f’resldent
To Run For Governor.

Adlai E. Stephenson Will Make Ac-
tive Canvass If Nominated Next
Saturday.

Hon. Adlai E. Stephenson, former
Vice President of the United States,
has announced his candidacy for
Governor of Illinois on the Democra-
tic ticket. In a letter made public
Monday following an all-day confer-
ence with the party leaders, at Bloom-
ington, he announced his decision to
make the race, and in the event of
his nomination on next Saturday, he
will make an active canvass of the
State.
